Survivor of "Jerry" Rusk Days, 


42 Years in Public Life, to Quit 


Nils P. Hangen, Tax Commissioner, Leaves State Office 


May 1 With Longest Service Record of 


Any Board Member in Capitol 


"When Nils P. Haugwi retires f roin 


the. tax commission May 1, folks 
will experience a feeling about sim- 
ilar to that when some well known 
landmark ig found to be missing. 
• MX. Haugen had been in .state 
service longer than any other -com- 
missioner in the capital. 
H« has 


seen political 
dynasties—Eepobli- 


can, Democratic, Progressive, all 
kinds—rise and fall. 
He i« the 


only survivor of Hie era of "Uncle" 
Jerry Rusk. In 1882, Mr. Rusk was 
first elected governor, and in the 
same year Mr. Haugen was chosen 
railroad corranassioner, for the of- 
fice was then filled by popular vote. 


His public service antedates that 


election, however, Mr. Haugen serv- 
ed two terms in the assembly, in 
'79 and '80. After he completed a 
five-year term as railroad commis- 
sioner, he went to 
congress 
for 


eight years, led the rising Progres- 
sive movement in an unsiiccessful 
fight for governor in the 1894 cam- 
paign, in which Gov. W. H. Upham 
was nominated, and after » period 
of retirement, was appointed to the 
tax commission, where he has been 
since 1900. 
"In my two sessions in the legis- 


lature, we 
adjourned 
each time 


about April 1," Mr. H*ug«j said. 
"There is some advantage in tb* an- 
nual session. 
Bills got 
thorough 


consideration—if a subject wa» too 
big for one session, it could be laid 
over to the 
following 'year. • We 


had a salary of $350 a term, so that 
oar pay was higher than. that of 
tlte present legislator. It also went 
further. 
"I lived at the Vflma hotel, rcom- 


ed wit}! another member, and paid 
$10 a week for room and board. I 
recall that Richard Guenther -was 
state treasurer. The specie resump- 
tion act had been passed to go into 
effect in "79, and the treasurer pro- 
vided gold coin to pay tile legisla- 
tors—gold was a novelty in those 
days. 


"We did not take raw* stock in 


talk of corruption and the wrying of 
votes in those days, and for that 
matter, I don't take any in it now. 
In ..all my public experience I have 
never known a case of vote baying. 
Public v officials are honest—if fchey 
were not they could not hold their 
positions. 
We had no lobby laws, 


such as they have now, and I do not 
believe they are particularly effec- 
tive. If anyone really wanted to be 
for sale, I know of no law that cocld 
prevent him." .

In the state 
historical museum 


there is a Norwegian whiskey test- 
er for testing home brew that is 
almost 100 years old. 


It is a very. simple instrument; 


only a "silver sphere with a hollow 
tube through it, but it has been car- 
ed for most lovingly. It is kept in a 
hand-mad; wooden box that was pa- 
tiently hollowed out to fit it. 


This-tester was so much a part 


of the. family that it was li'ought 
over to the new country as one of 
the few necessities. Now after al- 
most a century of usefulness, it has 
been put in the only place where 
there is room- for such things—the 
museum. No more will the silver 
ball sink "into the vat of home brew 
and mark the "alcoholic content, on 
the graduated tube. There was no 
75 per cent liquor then and the num- 
bers engraved on the tube range 
from 1 to 12.

Iiutitution is Given Great Praise in Debate Held in the U. S. 


Senate; La FoDette Gets Increase

GREAT tribute was recently paid the work being done by 
the Forest Products laboratory here in a debate in the U. S. 


nenate. 


The debate took place while Senator La Toilette was en- 


deavoring to get the appropriation for the institution increased 
from $250,000 to $400,000. Senator La Follette succeeded in 
getting the $400,000 in the senate but later the conference be- 
tween the senate and the house agreed on $325,000. Senator 
La Follette, therefore, succeeded in getting an increase of 
$75,000. 


In speaking on the subject Senator La Follette said: 


This Is nn increase of $150,000 for the forest-products laboratory. 


H««ides the forest-products laboratory which is located at Madison, Wis., 
there are four offices maintained in lumber-producing States, and there is 
also a small testing laboratory at Seattle, in Washington. 


That is not a State in the Union where lumber is produced that ha; 


not »« deep nn interest in the maintenance at its fullest capacity for ex- 
perimentation of the laboratory located at Madison. Wis., as have the 
people of Wisconsin and their Representatives. 
I have received many 


letters from lumbermen, not only in the State of Wisconsin bnt over the 
country, asking that the appropriation might be brought to the amount 
of the eHtimate of the department. 


ThV work that is being done there in the elimination of waste is a 


perfect marvel. 1 know it was a great surprise to me, and I doubt if 
many Senators upon the floor know, that 73 per cent of a tree is abso- 
lutely wasted before it is converted into wrought lumber and put in the 
yard. Only 25 per cent of it is saved. Between 40 and GO per cent of the 
material that goes from the lumber yard to be manufactured into fur- 
niture 1* wasted and lost. 


In the matter of handles for, tools made from hickory, two' tons of 


that wood—-Jind it :« rather a previous wood, being used np very rapidly— 
when made into the finished product result in only 400 pounds of finished 
material. It in unnecessary that this waste should go on. It is wrong 
that it.nhonld go on. 


I do not wish to take the time of the Senate. I believe the amend- 


ment will carry without any speech from me in support of it, but if Sen^ 
«tor» are Interested I have many facts and arguments that I would be 
glad to submit in support of it. j am very anxious to see it added t« the 
bill. I do not wish to see expenditures made from the Treasury at this 
time that can not be JnntiBed, bnt every dollar invested under the amend- 
ment which I hive proponed will be paid back an hundredfold, a thousand- 
fold, to the people of the country. 
, 


Senator Walsh of Montana and Senator Randall of Louisi-., 


ana also paid tribute to the work being done by the Forest Prod- 
ucts laboratory. Said Senator Walsh: 
' 


"Our mountains are covered with m dense growth of small pine, gen- 


erally known as lodxe-pole-pine, ifhich rarely attains a size greater than 
12 or 18 inches in diameter, and is of practically no value for timber pur- 
poses. It was then thought that it mght to be made available in gome 
form for wood pulp, bnt the abundance of pitch in the timber forbade its 
use for that purpose." 


Senator Walsh then told of the experiments being con- 


ducted here by which this scrub timber in Montana can be used 
in a commercial way. 


Senator Randall of Louisiana said: 


"Down in my State, as the result of the work of the Wisconsin 


Products Laboratory, some of the mills are losing literally nothing but 
the bark. They arc.also exhibiting great results there from the investi- 
gation of the stumps. The stumps of the pine trees contain very valu- 
able products in the way of pitch, tar, turpentine, and resin, and other 
thmjrs that are immensely valuable. It is a very difficult problem for us 
now to get enough out of the .stumps to make it pay to take them from 
the soil. H costs from S30 to S40 an acre to Ret rid of the stumps, and 
the Wisconsin laboratory is rapidly showing us how'to ret rid of them 
witn pront.

So I sold it to. another 
buyer for 19 cents, and sued him for 
the difference, and it took some 
time to get it ont of them., But 
when they found ont we meant busi- 
ness, they sent their attorney up 
here and paid my lawyier a nice check 
of 1700.
